They found the ..ames 
shooting from the upper windows and 
the fire escapes filled with a scream- 
ing mass of men, women and chil- 
dren. They climbed to the roof of an 
adjoining building and from there ex- 
tended ladders by which the lives of 
more than a hundred persons were 
saved. 


Some of the occupants of the build- 


ing were unable to leave their rooms 
and reach the flre escapes and per- 
ished.

The Uvea of many other occupants 
were probably aaved by Mias Cecilia 
Shapiro, who discovered the blazo and 
ran screaming through the haUu to 
give the alarm. 
Policemen were the firat to reach 
the buildina. They found the hamea 
ahooting from the upper windows and 
the fire eacapea filled with a scream­ 
ing mass of men, women and chil­ 
dren. They climbed to the roof of an 
adjoining building and from there ex­ 
tended ladders by which the lives of 
more than a hundred persona were 
aaved.

I noticed 
him first one warm, sunny day when 
the rest of his relatives were out gath- 
ering honey. Bum wasn't. Instead 
he was standing kidding with the 
guards at the front of the hive. 


"He had a hooked body and long flat 


wings. You know an old beekeeper 
can recognize bees just as a cowman 
recognizes cattle. It's easy when you 
learn how. After that first look at 
Bum I got interested in him and used 
to keep track of his goings and com- 
ings. They 
were worth watching. 


The average bee travels a mile a 
minute. Bum never went faster than 
ten miles an hour until he got within 
ten feet of the hive. Then he speeded 
up and shot down to the door so fast 
you couldn't see him. The average 
bee works himself to death in five 
weeks.

Mr. Stuebling Is a 
great student of bee life and knows 
the little merchant of the sweet as do 
few, He told the following about a 
bonny rover of thé clover patches to 
the beekeepers In session In Chicago, 
recently, as published tn the Advance. 
Mr. Stuebling may be a nature faker 
of the insect world, but the following 
is very Interesting reading: 
"Bum was born,’* began Mr. Stueb­ 
ling, ”in 1894. 
He outlived 30 genera­ 
tions of ordinary bees and, except for 
an untimely death, might still be buss­ 
ing around the old hive. 
I noticed 
him first one warm, sunny day when 
the rest of his relatives were out gath­ 
ering honey. 
Bum wasn't. 
Instead 
he was standing kidding 
with tho 
guards at the front of the hive. 
"He had a hooked body and long flat 
wings. 
You know an old beekeeper 
can recognize bees Just as a cowman 
recognizes cattle. 
It’s easy when you 
learn how\ 
After that first look at 
Bum I got interested in him and used 
to keep track of his goings and com­ 
ings. 
They 
w’ete 
worth 
watching. 
The average bee travels a mile a 
minute. 
Bum never went faster than 
ten miles an hour until he got within 
ten feet of the hive. 
Then he speeded 
up and shot down to the door so fast 
you couldn't see him. 
The average 
bee works himself to death in five 
weeks. 
Fact! 
Of course, it doesn’t 
make much dlfTerence, because the 
queen is busy laying eggs at the rate 
of 2,000 a day, so there are always 
plenty of young fellows on the way. 
"With the first spring flowers, they 
go on the wing, and by the middle of 
June the most of them are dead.

HORSES THAT "DRINK" GRASS 


Product Peculiar to th« Hawaiian I* 


land* Furnishes Both a Food 


and a Liquor. 


The proverbial horse which can b« 


led to water, but which cannot be 
made to drink, exists In great num- 
bers In the Hawaiian Islands. 


Among the cattle he has thousand* 


of cousins 6f the same proclivities. 


It Is a surprising Btatement to make, 


and yet one that la literally true and 
BO commonplace that no one there 
thinku anything about It, and there an 
hundreds of horses and thousands ol 
cattle which never take a drink of 
water throughout the whole courst 
of their liven. 


On all tho islands the upper alti- 


tudes of the mountains are given up 
to cattle ranges. The cattle run wild 
from the time they are born until they 
are rounded up to bo sent to the 
slaughter house. Except during pos- 
sibly two or three rnontha of the rainy 
season, there are no streams or pools 
of water In any part where the cattle 
range. 


But everywhere there grows a re- 


cumbent, Jointed graHB, known by the 
native name of 
manlnla. This la 


both, food and drink, says a recent 
traveler. 
Horses and cattle grazing 


on it neither require water nor will 
they drink it when offered. 


Our first experience with this fact 


was on a trip to Haleakala. A party 
were mounted on horses which had 
just been brought in from the range. 
The journey they made was 14 miles, 
in which distance they ascended 9,000 
feet. 


The party started in the afternoon, 


and at sunset halted for supper. They 
thought it strange that the horses 
should leave a feed of grain to nibble 
the scanty grass which grew near-by, 
but were willing to trust their instinct 
in the matter.

Repairing a Cut. 


The first step in the repair of a cut 


m the shoe, regardless of the depth to 
which it is cut, is to scrape around 
the cut with a rasp until there is clean 
rubber or fabric around the entire cut. 
The exposed surface should then be 
rubbed with a wire buffing brush, 
which is generally furnished as part 
of the tool kit. This will give a good 
surface for the cement to take hold. 
After the roughening process is com- 
plete the surface ihould be given a 
coat of vulcanizing cement and then 
left to dry. When thoroughly dry the 
fresh cement will have a glossy ap- 
pearance. 
A piece of raw rubber 


which comes with the vulcanizer, or 
which can be secured from any tire 
repair shop, is fitted into the cut. If 
it'is a long cut that has taken off a 
considerable area of rubber, a piece of 
raw rubber is cut to the same shape 
as the piece torn off, or if it is merely 
a cut to be filled, a small piece of 
the raw rubber is inserted in the cut, 
In the case of a cut or tear of the 
tread, the rubber is cut away from 
the damaged portion in a rectangular 
shape and the new piece of rubber is 
cut approximately to size and then 
rolled into place with a small stitcher 
roller, which marks the exact size. 
The excess rubber is then cut away.

"Gale off Hatteras" is an entry made

The old storm cape, however, is soon 
to lose a part of its fear. Man can- 
not stop the storms, but he is going 
to provide for vessels to escape their 
fury. 
Sea captains notoriously aro reti- 


cent when passengers ask them ques- 
tions. 
No old sailor ever has been 


willing to admit to any of hla passen- 
gers that llatterns Is any worse than 
a hundred other places on tbo coast, 
and yet ho knows that it la about as 
bad a sea spot as can be found any- 
whero In tho whole broad expanse of 
ocean. So, while tho questioners are 
told that off Hatteras the water will 
he na calm as anywhere else, captain 
and crow always make thins* siwgt 
for a galo or worse when approaching 
tho sen oft tho headland. 


Congress has appropriated 11,400,- 


000 for preliminary work on a Hat- 
teras sea wall, which Is to be a mile 


and a half long. 20 feet wide at the 
top, 
and 45 feet high. 


It will be the guarding wall of a 


harbor of refuge, into the lee of which 
vessels can run for shelter when the 
storms rage. This wall will rob the 
Hatteras seas of some of their terrors, 
and with them will pass some of tho 
"interesting excitement" always 
felt 


by seagoers when they approach the 
water zone which always has been 
one of tumult. 


Little by little man Is trying 
to 


make safer the journeys of those who 
go down to the sea in ships. He never 
entirely can conquer the ocean, and 
he knows It.

The shipwrecks off Capo Hatteras 


The sea 
wall will provide moans to save lives 
and property, but tho winds off the 
old storm cape still will rage and on 
occasion work their will.

Canton of a century ago. with ita 
thronging sampans alive from stem 
to stern with swarming children, is 
vividly pictured in the "Memoirs oi 
William Hickoy" In his account o:

Mr 
Hickey describes a novel method o 
protecting the children of the floating 
city from the dangers of the water.

The proverbial horse which can IM 
led to water, but which cannot b« 
made to drink, exist« in great num* 
bers In the Hawaiian islands. 
Among the cattle he has thousandu 
of cousins of the same proclivities. 
It is a surpri«ing statement to make, 
and yet one that Is literally true and 
so commonplace that no one there 
thinks anything about It, and there art 
hundreds of horse« and thousands ol 
cattle which never take a drink of 
water throughout the wholo coursc 
of their lives. 
On all the Islands the upper alti* 
tudes of tho mountains are given up 
to cattio ranges. The cattle run wild 
from the time they are l)om until they 
are rounded up to bo sent to tho 
slaughter house. 
Except during pos­ 
sibly two or three months of the rainy 
season, there are no streams or pools 
of water in any part whoro the cattle 
range. 
But everywhere there grows a n - 
cumbent. Jointed grass, known by the 
native name of 
maninia. This 
Is 
both, food and drink, says a recent 
traveler 
Horses and cattle grazing 
on it neither require water nor will 
they drink It when offered. 
Our first experience with this fact 
was on a trip to Haleakala. 
A party 
were mounted on horses which had 
Just been brought in from the range. 
Tho Journey they made wa« 14 miles, 
In which distance they ascended 9,000 
feet 
Tho party started in the afternoon, 
and at sunset halted for supper. They 
thought it strange that tho horses 
should leave a feed of grain to nibble 
tho scanty grass which grew near-by, 
but were willing to trust their Instinct 
in the matter. 
However, before starting they In­ 
sisted that they be given water. The 
native guide demurred to this, saying 
they didn’t need it. but with the good- 
natured complaisance of his race, 
yielded to requests, and led a de­ 
tour of about a mile, which brought 
the party to a ranch house, where 
there was a well. But to the utter 
amazement of the travelers the horses 
would not drink. 
They took it as another case of In­ 
stinct and assumed that the water, 
for some reason, was not good, and 
so refraiaed from drinking it them­ 
selves. It was not until the return, 
the second day, to Kawaapae, that 
the travelers learned the secret of the 
wonderful maninia grass. 


Repairing a Cut. 
The first step in the repair of a cut 
in the shoe, regardless of the depth to 
which it Is cut, is to scrape around 
the cut with a rasp until there Is clean 
rubber or fabric around the entire cut. 
The exposed surface should then be 
rubbed with a wire buffing brush, 
which is generally furnished as part 
of the tool kit. This will give a good 
surface for the cement to take hold. 
After the roughening process 1« com­ 
plete the surface «hould be given a 
coat of vulcanizing cement and then 
left to dry. When thoroughly dry the 
fresh cement will have a glossy ap- 
pearance, 
A piece of raw rubber 
which comes with the vulcanizer, or 
which can be secured from any tire 
repair shop, Is fitted Into the cut. 
If 
It Is a long cut that has taken off a 
considerable area of rubber, a piece of 
raw rubber Is cut to tho same shape 
as the piece torn off, or if It Is merely 
a cut to be filled, a small piece of 
the raw rubber 1« inserted In the cut. 
In the case of a cut or tear of the 
tread, the rubber Is cut away from 
the damaged portion In a rectangular 
shape and the new piece of rubber Is 
cut approximately to size and then 
rolled Into place with a small stitcher 
roller, which marks tho exact size. 
The excess rubber is then cut away.

No old sailor ever has boon 
willing to admit to any of his passen­ 
gers that llattorus is any worse than 
a hundred other places on tho coast, 
and yet he knows that It is about as 
bad a sea sjiot as can bo found any­ 
where in the wholo broad expanse of 
ocean. 
So. while tho questioners are 
told that off Hatteras the water will 
be as calm as anywhere els«, captsiM

He was outhiwed and shortly was con- 
sidered the most desperate outlaw with 
which tbe_authoritles had to deal. 


The federal and state governments 


finally put :i price of 20,000 pesos upon 
his head because he was making open 
war upoii the men running the state 
government. The rurales -were put In 
the field to capture him and during a 
number of years fought him more than 
forty times, wounding Villa nine Jtimes 
and suffering a loss*" of - thirty-nine 
killed. This result discouraged head 
hunting in official circles to such on ex- 
tent that Villa operated for some time 
almost unmolested. 


As Is common in Mexico, Villa con- 


ducted his operations as a "revolution- 
ist." He drove off the herds and took

the great majority of "delinquent" 
boys need in the straightening out of 
tummy tangles and other physical din- 
orders that have a tendency to start 
them on the wrong moral slant. 


"Acting upon tbe premise that tbe 


bad boy Is generally a sick boy," Mr. 
fillies said, "we determined some time 
ago to maintain a thorough physical 
study of the youngsters sent to us. We 
found our boys to be sick. Sixty-five 
per cent of them were anemic—the re- 
sult of poor food and irregular habits 
of living. To this =half starved condi- 
tion could be attributed the wayward- 
ness and viciousness of the boys. 


"We found that more than 90 per 


cent of the boys—and remember they 
are all under fifteen years of age-^ 
came to us with bad teeth. For years 
these boys have been unable to chew 
their f ocxl properly. They have acquired 
the habit of bolting everything they 
put into their mouths. 
The natural 


consequent? has Ijcen multiplication 
of stomach and intestinal disorders. 
The boys were dragged down In a 
physical manner and really through no 
fault of their own became physical de-' 
generates «nd moral delinquents." 


Mr. Hilles Said the first investigation 


dealt with 034 boys, of whom fifty-two, 
a little more than 9 per cent, were free 
from some kind of physical abnormal- 
ity. 
Tbe examinations proved that 


most of the troubles from which the 
bojs sufTeied ciiroe from the teeth. 


"Immediately upon admission to the 


Children's Vjllnge," he continued, "the 
boj is sent to the dentist, who makes a 
searching examination of his teeth. All 
possible repairs are made. bo^Ht&sIy 
decayed teeth are extracted, those less 
seriously diseased are filled and crown- 
ed. Finally there Is a thorough clean- 
ing of the teeth. Then the boy is sent 
to his room with a toothbrush and with 
paste. He experiences so much relief 
and experiences it so quickly that al- 
ways the boy Is glad to give to his 
teeth the necessary attention. 


"Regularly every six months each 


boy In tbe village visits the dentist. 
Never again as long as he is with us is 
be permitted to suffer because bis 
teeth lack attention. 


"By tbe time the boy has completed 


his two years in the Children's Village 
—that Is the average length of his stay 
—he has approached the average for 
his years In size and In weight. Every 
spring tbe village sends a sqund of 
boys Into the west, where amid new 
surroundings and forgetting the stigma 
of the pn«<t thp.v begin n useful life In 
the open country. Remembering that 
nbout 01 per cent of the boys are tub- 
normal v<hon they come to us, that 
they nre inornl delinquents, physical 
degenerate* nnd mental defectives, It 
Is a thorough demonstration. I believe, 
thnt wo nro right when we any thnt 
the (lontM N the v^'ntoHt Influence for 
good Known to us. thnt more thnn 00 
POT rpiif of our li'-ys make good and 
ai* fliicccsHfnl -n.ftcr (hoy leave OH." 


CLIMATES EFFECT ON WHEAT 


interesting Experiments Made Prove 


Soil Is Secondary. 


Washington. — Experiments conduct- 


ed by the department of agriculture 
demonstrate that climate is the chief 
factor in determining the varying 
characteristics of wheat grown In 'dif- 
ferent regions, it was announced. 


To ascertain this experimenters grew 


wheat for alx years In California, Kan- 
sas and Maryland on soil taken from 
each"of these states. The results show- 
ed that all wheat grown-ln California. 
for example, was much alike, whether 
raised on soil of that state or on soil 
imported from Kansas and Maryland. 
On the Other hand! it differed consider- 
ably from the Kansas and Maryland 
wheat no matter on what soil these 
were grown. In other words, it is stat- 
ed tbe wheat grown on the three soils 
in one loca Ilty wals1 similar in composi- 
tion and appearance, but quite differ- 
ent from the same wheat grown on the 
same soils In the two other localities.

of stomach und Intestinal disorders, 
The l>oys were dragged down in a 
physical manner aud really through no 
fault of tlieir own t>ecame pbynloul de*' 
generate.s and moral delinquents.*’ 
Mr. liilles said the first Investigation 
dealt with 034 boys, of whom fifty-two, 
a little more than 0 i>er cent, were free 
from some kind of physical abnormal* 
Ity. 
The examinations proved tbat 
most of the troubles from which the 
boys Kutreied came from the teeth. 
'^Immediately u|»on adniiaslon to the 
Chlldren’H VJIIage/' ho continued, *'tlie 
boy is sent to the dentist, who makes a 
searching exaujlnatlon of his teetli. All 
possible repairs are made, hoiu kiibly 
decaye<l teeth are extracted, those less 
seriously diseased are lllle<l and crown­ 
ed. Finally there Is a thorough clean* 
lug of tlie teeth. Then tbe boy is sent 
to his room with a toothbrush and with 
paste. He experiences so much relief 
and exjH^rlences It so quickly tliat al­ 
ways the l>oy Is glad to give to his 
teeth the neceasary attention. 
'^Regularly every six months each 
lioy In the village visits the dentist, 
Never again as long as he Is with us is 
he |)ermltted to suffer l>ecause bis 
teeth lack attention.

Preduct Peculiar te tha Hawaiian I» 


The proverbial horse which can he 
led to water, but which cannot b< 
made to drink, exist* In great num­ 
bers In tho Hawaiian Inlands. 


Among the cattle he haa thousands 
of cousins Of the same proclivities. 


It Is a surprising statement to make, 
and yet one that Is literally true and 
so commonplace that no one ther« 
thinks anything about It, and there art 
hundreds of horsea and thousands ol 
cattle which never tako a drink of 
water throughout the wholo coursc- 
of their lives. 


On all tho Islands the upper alti­ 
tudes of the mountains are given up 
to cattlo ranges. The cattle run wild 
from the time they aro born until they 
are rounded up to bo sent to tho 
slaughter house. 
Except during pos­ 
sibly two or three months of the rainy 
seaaon, there are no streams or pools 
of water In any part whoro the cattle 
range. 


But everywhere there grows a re­ 
cumbent, Jointed grass, known by the 
native name of 
maninla. 
This 
Is 
both, food and drink, says a recent 
traveler. 
Horses and cattle grazing 
on It neither require water nor will 
they drink It when offered. 


Our first experience with this fact 
was on a trip to Haleakala. 
A party 
were mounted on horses which had 
Just been brought in from tho range. 
Tho journey they made was 14 miles, 
in which distance they ascended 9,000 
feet 


Tho party started In the afternoon, 
and at sunset halted for supper. They 
thought it strange that tho horses 
should leave a feed of grain to nibble 
tho scanty grass whteh grew near-by, 
but were willing to trust their instinct 
in the matter. 


However, before starting they in­ 
sisted that they be given water. The 
native guide demurred to this, saying 
they didn’t need it, but with the good- 
natured complaisance of his race, 
yielded to requests, and led a de­ 
tour of about a mile, which brought 
the party to a ranch house, where 
there was a well. 
But to the utter 
amazement of the travelers the horses 
would not drink. 


They took It as another case of In­ 
stinct and assumed that the water, 
for some reason, wfas not good, and 
so refraimed from drinking it them­ 
selves. It was not until the return, 
the second day, to Kawaapae, that 
the travelers learned the secret of tho 
wonderful maninla grass. 


Repairing a Cut. 


The first step in tho repair of a cut 
in the shoe, regardless of the depth to 
which it is cut, is to scrape around 
the cut with a rasp until there Is clean 
rubber or fabric around the entire cut. 
The exposed surface should then be 
rubbed with a wire buffing brush, 
which is generally furnished as part 
of the tool kit. This will give a good 
surface for the cement to take hold. 
After the roughening process ia com­ 
plete tho surface should be given a 
coat of vulcanizing cement and then 
left to dry. When thoroughly dry the 
fresh cement will have a glossy ap­ 
pearance. 
A piece of raw rubber 
which comes with the vulcanizer, or 
which can be secured from any tire 
repair shop, is fitted into the cut. 
If 
It is a long cut that has taken off a 
considerable area of rubber, a piece of 
raw rubber is cut to tho same shape 
as the piece torn off, or if it is merely 
a cut to be filled, a small piece of 
the raw rubber 1« inserted in the cut, 
In the case of a cut or tear of the 
tread, the rubber is cut away from 
the damaged portion in a rectangular 
shape and the new piece of rubber Is 
cut approximately to size and then 
rolled Into place with a small stitcher 
roller, which marks tho exact size. 
The excess rubber is then cut away.

Christened Francisco by his imrenta 
but more often called “Pancho” by hla 
friends, Villa early In llfo allowed hla 
Lntin-Imlinn Instincts to overcome hia 
diacretion, and he killed a Mexican offi­ 
cer who had Induced his sister to elope. 
Ho wan outlawed and shortly was con­ 
sidered the most desperate outlaw with 
which the authorities had to deal. 


The federal and state governments 
finally put a price of 20,000 pesos upon 
his head because he was making open 
war upoiv the men running the state 
government The rurales wero put in 
the Held to capture him and during a 
number of years fought him more than 
forty times, wounding Villa nine Jtimes 
and suffering a loss' of thirty-nine 
killed. This result discouraged head 
hunting in official circles to such an ex­ 
tent that Villa operated for aome time 
almost unmolested. 


As is common in Mexico, Villa con­ 
ducted his operations as a “revolution­ 
ist.” He drove oft the herds and took 
liberally of the stores of the rich (sup­ 
posed to be friendly with the state ad-

When Madero 
saved the life of General Navarro from 
Villa and Orozco by a shrewd trick 
Uie latter became deeply offended, but 
Villa looked upon tho move as legiti­ 
mate and liked Madero all the more 
for It. 


Madero pardoned Villa for all past 
ofTenses and puf; him In his army when 
he assumed the presidency.

Vienna.—Emperor Francis Joseph Is 
making slow progress toward recovery, 
For the last several months ho has not 
breathed fresh air, except a few mouth­ 
fuls at a time, and these but rarely— 
he who has always been passlouately 
fond of roughing It, of stalking the 
chamois up steep rocks or surprising 
the Austrian grouse and woodcock at 
early, dawn in the deep forest glen.* 
And he has shown rare patience 
through it all. Inured to exposure and 
hardship, and endowed by nature with 
a splendid physique, which his simple 
habits have never abused, tho aged 
monarch, after catching cold in March, 
at ffrst rather neglected the warnings 
of his faithful old physician, Dr. Kerzl. 
If he lives he will be eighty-four in 
August, but he still has the strength 
and vitality of many a younger man. 
Last summer at Ischl, clad in a blouse, 
with bare knees, he several times was 
soaked to the skin while hunting, with­ 
out * suffering from it. 
It was very 
hard to make him understand that at 
his age a case of combined catarrh and 
bronchitis may easily terminate fatally 
unless every precaution is taken.

•ell la Secondary, 


Washington. — Experiments conduce» 
ad by the department of agriculture 
demonatrste that climate is the chief 
factor ia determining the vary Inc 
characteristics of wheat grown In dif­ 
ferent regions, It was announced. 


To ascertain this experimenters grew 
wheat for six years In California, Kan­ 
sas and Maryland on soil taken from 
each'of these statea. The results show­ 
ed that all wheat grown in California, 
for example, was much alike, whether 
raised on soil of that state or on soil 
Imported from Kansas and Maryland. 
On the other baud. It differed consider­ 
ably from the Kansas and Maryland 
wheat, no matter on what soil these 
were grown. In other words, It is stat­ 
ed the wheat grown on the three soile 
In one loon llty wsh similar In composi­ 
tion nnd appearance, but quite differ­ 
ent from the snme wheat grown on the 
same soils In the two other localities.

the great majority of “delinquent” 
boyg need in the straightening out of 
tummy tangles and other physical dis­ 
orders that have a tendency to start 
them on the wrong moral slant. 


“Acting upon the premise that the 
bad boy is generally a sick boy/9 Mr. 
Hilles said, “we determined some time 
ago to maintain a thorough physical 
study of the youngsters sent to us. We 
found our boys to be sick. 81xty-flve 
per cent of them were anemic—the re­ 
sult of poor food and irregular habits 
of living. To this lialf starved condi­ 
tion could be attributed the wayward* 
ness and viciousness of the boys. 


“We found that more than 00 per 
cent of the boys—nnd remember they 
ere all under fifteen years of age— 
came to us with bad teeth. For years 
these boys have been unable to chew 
their food properly. They have acquired 
the habit of bolting everything they 
|;ut Into their mouths. 
The natural 
consequeure has been multiplication 
of stomach and intestinal disorders. 
The boys were dragged down In a 
physical manner and really through no 
fault of their own became physical de-* 
generates and moral delinquents.“ 


Mr. Hllles said the first investigation 
dealt with 034 boys, of whom fifty-two, 
a little more than 9 per cent, were free 
from some kind of physical abnormal­ 
ity. 
The examinations proved that 
most of the troubles from which the 
boys suflVred cauie from the teeth. 


“Immediately ui*on admission to the 
Children's Village,“ ho continued, “the 
boy is sent to the dentist, who makes a 
searching examination of his teeth. All 
possible repairs are made, hojjcluisly 
decayed teeth are extracted, those less 
seriously diseased are 111 led and crown­ 
ed. Finally there is a thorough clean* 
lug of the teeth. Then the boy is sent 
to his room with a toothbrush and with 
paste. 
Ue experiences so much relief 
and exjteriences it so quickly that al« 
ways the boy Is glad to give to his 
teeth the necessary attention. 


“Regularly every six months each 
boy In the village visits the dentist. 
Never again as long as he Is with us is 
be permitted to suffer because his 
teeth lack attention. 


MIiy the time the boy has completed 
bis two years in the Children’s Village 
-th at is the average length of his stay 
~-he has approached the average for 
Ills years In size and in weight. Hvery 
spring the village sends a squad of 
boys into the west, where amid new 
surroundings and forgetting the stigma 
of the punt they begin a useful life In 
the open country. 
Remembering that 
nbout \)l per ccnt of the boys are sub* 
normal when they come to us, that 
they are moral delinquents, physical 
degenerates and mental defectives, It 
Is a thorough demonstration! I believe, 
that we are right when we say that 
the dentist In the 
latest Influence for 
good known lo us. that more than 1)0 
per cent of our Imys make good ant 
successful after they leave us.“

Recovery of the body so far from 
the McCarrick home has given the 
detectives a mystery to solve.

drowned accidentally, perhaps by fall 
ing down an open sewer,

thrown into the water. 


The detectives will

search for the writer of two anony 
mouB letters in German. He wrote tc 
Warren’s parents and the police that 
his horse had kicked the boy when 
Warren tried to get a hoop which lay 
beneath the horse’s hoofs. 


There also is a theory that the boy 
was kidnapped and thrown into th« 
water.
